Uy HERBERT HOOVER 
California has sent a host of fine, 
strong, clean la<ls to our Army and 
Navy. Some are In the front line 
trenches now and they nil will have 
had their turn in the next few months. 

There is a great army of young pa¬ 
triots left In California, ready to lino 
up as a strong reserve In the second 
line trenches. Every army has to 
have Its reserves—reserves of men, 
reserves of food, reserves of ammuni¬ 
tion. Eery child In the public schools 
In California can bo a food soldier. 
Ho can stand in line, shoulder to 
shoulder with all the others, with firm 
intent to produce food and to conserve 
food, so that the reserve of food for 
their big brothers and their fathers In 
the front line trenches will bo always 
ready In France when needed.

Harley is a palatable, wholesotru 
grain which has long been used in in 
fant feeding and, to some extent, for 
general cookeiy, and which can now 
be used in quantity to save wheat 
Harley flour is one of the best of the 
wheat substitutes. Delicious breads 
and cakes can tie made by using it to 
replace all or part of the wheat floor 

The use of barley flour for such pur 
poses, though new to most of us, is 
not new to some people. Not many 
years ago barley was used more ex 
tenslvely than wheat for bread mak 
ing In many of the European conn 
tries.

This supply heretofore ha 
been used chiefly for stock feed or for 
malting, but under present conditions 
Ihe greater part of the crop is being 
milled into flour which, since it is both 
palatable and nutritious, may well bt 
used to meet the increasing demand 
for wheat substitutes. This flour is 
now on ttie market, and it is a pa 
triotlc duty to use it to save the wheat 
flour.

Barley flour does not keep so wel 
as wheat flour, so it is host to buy it 
in small quantities, even for home con 
sumption.
